Wind Yarn in Skeins; 


Wash in Warm Water 


TVtth the present sensible vogue for 


knitted wear, it frequently happens 
that "something has to be raveled and 
rekntt. Possibly new yarn will ba\e 
to be added to complete the garment, 
writes a correspondent. 


After several experiences in which 


the tisual procedure xvas followed of 
•winding the raveled yarn tightly in a 
ball to get the kinks out of it, dissat- 
isfaction grew because of .the obvious 
difference between the knitting made 
of the new and the old. Then an ex- 
periment was tried and proved so sue 
cessful that it seems worth while to 
pass what was learned along 


The raveled yarn was wound Into 


skeins (not too large) rather than balls. 
The skeins were tied at either end 
•with a small piece of clean, white 
cord. This was to prevent tanglinc: 
A quite warm soapy water prepared 
•with soft water and a bland white 
soap was used, anu the skeins washed 
in this and well rinsed in water of 
the same temperature. 


The wool was then squeezed rather 


than wrung as dry as possible, and 
hung directly over the kitchen range 
or a hot air register, as It was desir- 
able to dry the yarn quickly. Burin? 
the drying process it was shaken vig- 
orously every few minutes. 


It was soon quite dry and delight- 


fully soft and fluffy. Every kink hac! 
disappeared. 
More than that, the 


color was brightened or freshened, be- 
cause any soil had been removed and 
the fibers restored to their original 
condition of softness ana cleanness. 


The knitting now proceeded with 


the utmost satisfaction, and since that 
time no yam has been refcnlt In our 
hone without being washed and dried 
in thii manner.

That is why the ocean liners are 


now taking the longest way round. 
There are no corners cut The risk 
Is too great. Once among the Ice 
fields, nothing but the greatest cau- 
tion can prevent Irreparable disaster. 


The ship moves with the indicator 


In the engine room at "dead slow" 
and the engineers ready on the in- 
stant to reverse if need arises. It Is 
a never-forgotten experience to be 
hemmed In by bergs. Imagine tower- 
Ing masses of ice, like miniature Is- 
lands. As you approach you see that 
glftterlng relics of a departed winter 
are seared and marked at every point. 


These fissures in the ice are caused 


by the action of the sun's rays. Sec- 
tion after section will fall away from 
the parent berg, until finally the Gulf 
stream completes the work of disinte- 
gration. 


But weeks, sometimes months, may 


pass before that Is completed, and 
the Icebergs are driven by the wind 
and cross-currents here, there, and ev- 
rywhere. They^are often in the path 
of shipping, and -travel at a remark- 
able speed. 


Ask the liner captain what he .hates 


most at sea, and lie will probably tell 
you fire; but ask him what he fears 
most of all, even more than fire—es- 
pecially during the early summer— 
and he will tell you frankly—"Bergs."

I* Hoarded in France 


All over France men and women 


for years have been hoarding Ameri- 
can currency. It became available in 
large quantities with "the coming-of 
American soldiers during the war, and 
the French were quick to see Its 
value. 
Today people are wondering 


how many dollars are concealed In 
the "woolen socks" of the republic 
according to the Straus magazine. 


The estimates run from $1,000,000 


to ?5,000,000. Becently a Frenchman 
living in Chaumont, who kept a candy 
store during the war, disclosed to a 
friend a strong box containing over 
$12,500 in American bills of various 
denominations, which he said he would 
sell when the franc reached 20 for $l. 
"There are a good many men tn tills 
town alone who have more than I," 
this man declared. ' 


The exact amount of American cur- 


rency left in France by American sol- 
diers and officers will probably never 
be known, but many believe that If 
a thorough canvass were made, the 
total would be nearly 55,000,000.

Visitors to

American city of-Cartagena, will • al- 
ways visit the beautiful and ancient 
church of "San Pedro Claver" erect- 
ed, as were many other such edifice* 
in Latin America, in honor of 
the 


great Jesuit misisonary to the West 
Indian negroes. Blessed Peter Claver 
was the first to work 
among the 


American negro slaves, and his festi- 
val will be celebrated today, as It 
has been on each ninth of September 
for over two centuries. 


He was a-Spanish Jesuit and early 


in the seventeenth century was or- 
dained a priest and sent to Carta- 
gena, the great slave mart of the 
West Indies. 
There he consecrated 


himself to the salvation of the miser- 
able blacks, and for more than forty 
years he labored in this work. 
He 


called himself "the 
slave 
of the 


slaves", and was their teacher, apos- 
tle, physician and friend. 
He fed 


them, taught them aud nursed them 
when attacked by loathsome diseases. 
However weary he might be, when 
the news came of the arrival o£ a 
slave ship, he was the first to greet 
them, and sought to comfort them 
after their long voyage in the hold 
of the terrible slave vessels.

said that before his death in'1654, 
he had baptized over 40,000 negro 
slaves. 


LITHOGRAPHY: 


The first successful 
example 
of 


the lithographic art was produced 
128 years ago today, by Aloys Sene- 
felder, a Bavarian who produced a 
piece of music printed by this pro- 
cess. He was a composer who way 
too poor to bear the cost of having 
his works published, so he began to 
experiment in the hope of discoer-i 
ing some cheap method by which he 
could do the printing himself. The 
process was suggested to him by "flis 
having made for his mother a mem- 
orandum of clothes to be sent to the 
washwoman. 
Ho carelessly wrote 


this memorandum on a slab of stone 
intending to copy it. As the stone 
lay before him he thought ot trying 
the effect of printer's ink to the 
lines, hoping thus to take an im- 
pression. 
The 
experiment led to 


others, and m 1796 Seuefelder pro- 
duced a piece of music from lines 
drawn in slight relief on a slab or 
stone. He obtained a patent for his 
process in several in of the German 
states, and labored to extend his art 
throughout Europe. 
Everywhere it 


met -\Mth favor, especially in France, 
and artists ot distinction labored to 
perfect the lithographic art.

introduced 'into America 
in 
1821 


•\\ hen a lithographic plant was estab- 
lished in New York.

New York Wool Pool for 1»24 


It Closed 


Through the agency of tht N«w 


York State Sheep Growrem Co-opei»- 
tiv« Aisoctation somewhat more than 
470,000 pound* of wools have be« 
aMembled and graded during the put 
four monthi. These wools wew con- 
•igned from practically every county 
in the state where sheep growing it 
carried on to any extent. The indi- 
vidual shipments ranged from 25 
pounds to 4000 pounds. The county 
consignments 
ranged 
from 
2000 


pounds to 40,000 pounds 


The 192-1 pool year officially clo»ed 


on August 20, and growers were ad- 
vised that wools consigned up to that 
time would be included in the early 
sales 
According to F. E. Robertson, 


manager of the Sheep Growers Asso- 
ciation, wools shipped after Auguft 
20, may or may not be includ'ed in the 
early fall sales. On August 28, the 
mills were informed of the stocks of 
wool being held by the association 
at its -warehouse In Syracuse. 
The 


condition of the wool market having 
preatly improved since its usual spring 
and early summer slump, would indi- 
cate the probable early sale of the 
1924 wools. 


The amount pooled this year it 


practically the same as the amount 
pooled in 1923. 


In spite of the continued prosperity 


in the sheep growing business thereUs 
but little indication of any marked 
Increase in the number of sheep. This 
may be because the prevailing high 
price of mutton causes fanners to 
market their fat ewe lambs, or pos- 
sibly it results from the lack of ade- 
quate fencing on the farms or inex- 
perience in the business of sheep 
raising.

Charles "Wilson, member of the board 
of directors of the Western New York 
Fruit Growers' Co-operative Packing. 


Mr. Babcock brought out some 


phases of the co-operative buying 
movement quite new to his hearers. 
He explained that the G. L. F. Ex- 
change had not only made possible 
great savings to farmers through win- 
ter resistant seed, fertilizer without 
filler, and feed of high digestibility, 
but through building in the mind 
of the farmer buyer the value of com- 
bining to secure the advantage of 
volume purchases. 


Mr Wilson showed how the advent 


of the 
local 
co-operative 
packing 


houses had changed 
the financial 


problem of the fruit farmers, and how 
the local packing houses were meet- 
ing their financial responsibilities. 


G. L. F. Announce* Feed Pool Price

its pool price for September tonnage. 
Based on a 20 per cent protein dairy 
ration, the price\ shows a saving of 
|1.G5 a ton on the price announced 
on its emergency dairy ration last 
year. This price, according to H. J 
Hannon, manager of the grain and 
feed department of the farmers' buy- 
ing organization, has been made pos- 
sible despite the very high prices on 
corn,

In 1895, not auite 
thirty years 


back, there were Just three hundred 
registered automobiles ID the United 
States. 
In 1942, there were more 


than twelve million, an increase of 
impressive 
proportions. 
Actually 


there were 
40,000 times as many 


automobiles in the latter year as in 
the former. 


These figures have just been com- 


plied in a survey of the effect of the 
automobile upon 
the mortality of 


the nation, and are considered the 
best powtble incentive for uaceas 
ing endeavors to devise efficient traf- 
fic control. 
In 1917, 
when there 


were some five million automobiles 
in the nation at large, the number 
of automobile deaths was 9,184. 
In 


1922, with 12,230,000 automobiles 
registered, the number of automo- 
bile deaths was 14,000. 


This shows that while the number 


of registered cars was more than 
twice as many at the end of that six- 
year period, the number of automo- 
bile deaths, in the same interval, 
had increased by more than one- 
half. 
The number of cars per one thou- 


sand of population in 1917 w*s 48; 
the number 
of automobile deaths 


per one thousand 
of population In 


that year was .0887. ID 1922, these 
figures were, respectively, 115 and 
.1334. 
Data of this sort was studied by 


street lighting engineers of the Gen- 
eral Electric Company In their ef- 
forts to devise a type of traffic sig- 
nal, 
electrically 
operated, 
which 


would be a worthy contribution to- 
ward the solution of traffic problems 
hat invite 
accidents and keep up 


this high total of automobile deaths. 
The automatic electric traffic signal, 
in the flasher type and the "Stop" 
and "Go" type, which these engi; 
neers have just brought out, is the 
result of their study of the whole 
broad question. 


Although not radically 
different 


from other types as to appearance, 
it »s put forward as having greater 
reliability of operation, as well as 
increased 
durability: 
while 
the 


actual illumination produced by this 
unit has been 
made as noticeable 


and as vivid as possible. This unit, 
more than anything 
else, 
has the 


latent possibility of working into an 
extensive automatic system, entirely 
without attendant traffic officers and 
absolutely synchronous In operation. 


Up and down the length of a mala 


thoroughfare, at every street inter- 
section, one of these 
traffic signals 


could be stationed, and by electrical 
control they could be so synchroniz- 
ed that at every street crossing, at 
precisely the same instant, the sig- 
nal "Stop" would be flashed to traf- 
fic moving In the main thoroughfare 
and the signal "Go" would be flash-

The primrose was his favorite 
flower. The story is that when he was 
a young man he made a bet of a pair 
of gloves with a Indy respecting a 
wreath of yellow blossoms, the pdfct 
In dispute being whether they were 
real or artificial. Disraeli stated that 
they were real and won the bet. The 
lady thereupon presented him with one 
of the primroses nnd Disraeli, with the 
Impetuous gallantry of youth, vowed 
Hint he would treasure the flower and 
adopt it fls his badge. "Primrose day" 
wos founded in 1SS2.

THE BURIED PAPER 


A VERY Interesting superstition li 
*^ found among children in some sec- 
tions of the country. They write the 
names of two or three hundred — In 
some sections It Is one hundred — per- 
sons on a paper and ask each person 
whose name Is written to bow to the 
document. As the bow is made it 1* 
recorded opposite the name by a sign 
which resembles a crude capital H. 
The collection of names and signs be- 
ing completed, the paper is burled face 
down in the ground. After two or 
three months it is dug up with the ex- 
pectation of finding money under It; 
or, some say, left there until it is de- 
cayed, when whatever you wished for 
at Its burial will "come tnie." It has 
been suggested that the sign placed 
after the ' names on the paper was 
originally the zodiacal sign for Pisces, 
the fishes. 


The fish, on high authority, was "the 


most obvious and ancient symbol of 
the reproductive power of water." The 
fecundation of the earth by water is 
the basis of some of the most ancient 
nnd 
prominent 
mythological 
cults. 


Thus buying the sign of Pisces in the 
earth results in production. 
The 


names on the paper represent human 
sacrifices to, say Famrnuz and Ishtar, 
who, In the ancient Semitic legend, 
were the god and goddess typifying 
this union of water nnd earth and who 
were thus invoked. It Is well known 
that human sacrifice, once universal, 
wns replaced ns civilization developed, 
into the sacrifice of a substitute for the 
human victim .

were thought of. 


Until tbe reifn of Henry vm vtock- 


logi were made out of ordinary cloth, 
his majeity'* own hose belnc of yard- 
wide taffeta. 


Long before 
thU, however, «llk 


stockings- were largely worn on the 
continent, and In Henry VIII's own 
time • they were indispensable to the 
attire of. Spanish counters, and In- 
deed 'of'the general nrfttocracjr of 
Spain. 


They had, of course, been heard of 


in England, and were greatly coveted. 
What is spoken of by the famous 
chronicler. Stow, as "« very great 
present1' was in reality, a gift of Span- 
ish silk .stockings from Sir Thomas 
Gresham to Edward VI, King Henry's 
son. Latterly, King Henry himself 
evinced a decided weakness for these 
nether garments of "ghlny teiture," 
and he lost no opportunity of getting 
a pair across when circumstances i 
were favorable. 


Again In 1500 we find the same Sir ; 


Thomas Gresham writing thus from j 
Antwerp to the ceJebwted Elizabeth- j 
an minister, Sir William Cecil—"I 
have written Into Spain for silk liose 
both for you and my lady, your wife; 
to whom it may please you I may be 
remembered." The black silk stock- 
Ings, Gresham's biographer tells us, 


j duly arrived, much to the gratifica- 


tion o£ the recipients. 


Subsequent 
troubles with Spain 


made it impossible to get the dainty 
hosiery across, and when Queen Eliz- 
abeth came to the throne silk stock- 
ings were not to be had. But the 
queen's silkwoman, Mrs. Montague, 
was not content that her royal ml.v 
tress should go with unsatisfied wants, 
so she secretly knitted a pair of blac'ft 
silk hose and presented them to her 
majesty as a Kevf Year's gift. 


The queen, of course, \vns over- 


Joyed. Mrs. Montague was Immedi- 
ately sent for, courteously thanked, 
and commissioned to keep her majesty 
regularly supplied. "I like silk stock- 
Ings so well," she said, "because they 
are< pleasant, One, and delicate, that 
henceforth I will wear no more cloth 
stockings." And, according to th« 
contemporary gossipers, she never did. 


It wns tlms that the fashion was 


set, and the manufacture of silk stock- 
Ings in England started. But at first 
the price wns prohibitive, nnd It was 
long before any but the highest In the 
land could afford to wear them. What 
they originally cost cannot very well 
be ascertained. But 
the diary of 


Philip Henslowe tells us that whereas 
as little ns £4 was paid for a pair in 
later Elizabethan days, as much as 
£4 14s. wns pnid for a pair of silk hose 
for one of the actors!

Pearlt Gathered in

Many Port* of World 


] The pearl Is a globular concretion 
•found ln(the shells of certain bivalve 
molluscs, highly valued for 
ornn- 


mental purposes, and classed among 
gems. The principal sources of pearli 
are the pearl oyster, -found through- 
out the Pacific ocean; the pearl mus- 
sel; and the freshwater mussel. The, 
chief pearl fisheries are those of Cey- 
lon, 
carried on principally In the Gulf 


of JIanaar. Those of the Persian gult 
were known to the ancients. Pearls 
are also obtained from the Sulu archi- 
pelago, northeastern 
Borneo; 
Ne* 


Guinea, Gulf of Mexico, and Australia. 
Native divers descend 60 or 70 feet, 
weighted by a stone and lowered from 
a boat by a rope. They carry a net 
and gather the pearl oysters In It. 
They remain below for 30 or 40 i«c- 
onds at a time, and are hoisted to the 
surface after-signaling with a rope. 
The oysters are allowed to rot on the 
beach In the sun's rays. Then In seven 
or ten days the decayed oysters are 
searched for pearls. 
4 Artificial pearls are largely made In 
France. Germany, and Italy, by blow- 
Ing a thin globe of glass and filling it 
with a solution of ammonia and fish 
scales.

helps with that.
